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HUNT 


FAMOUS SOLDIER 
SLUMPS IN SADDLE, 
FALLS 10 GROUND 


Fourth Corps Command- 
er Is Rushed to Post 
Hospital by Accompany- 
ing Officers, But Lives 
for Only 38 Minutes. 


FORT’S PERSONNEL 
IS GRIEF-STRICKEN 


General Was Beloved at 
Post and One of Most 
Distinguished Figures 
in Army Circles. 


By L. A. FARRELL, 

Major General Edward Leonard 
King, commander of the fourth army 
corps area and one of the nation’s 
best known and most distinguished 
officers, died Wednesday afternoon 
at the Fort McPherson hospital after 
a heart attack suffered while he was 
participating in the military post's 
annual holiday drag-hunt. He was 
GO years of age. 

The general was stricken as he 
rested atop a hill two miles from the 
post parade ground, where he and 
a group of officers were waiting for 
their dogs to pick up the trail of the 
synthetic fox used in drag-hunts. The 
heart attack came a few minutes after 
the start of the hunt. He was hur- 
ried to the post hospital in a small 
car which had been following the 
hunt and died 38 minutes later. 

General King was in the saddle of 
his favorite mount, “Proctor.” when 
fatally stricken. He was in the cen- 
ter of the cluster of officers who were 
perched on the knoll two miles north- 
west of Fort McPherson. The gen- 
eral slumped forward and his bands 
fell toward the ground. Several ot 
the officers reached for him but he 
slid from the saddle and was lying 
en the ground when Lieutenant Wil- 
liam T. Booth, a naval medical officer 
assigned to the civilian conservation 
corps at Fort McPherson, reached 
him. The lieutenant, sensing the gen- 
eral’s grave condition, commandeered 
the car and raced to the hospital. 
There Colonel Charles Foster, post 
surgeon; Major W. F. Macklin, medi- 
cal officer of the day, and other doc- 
tors worked over the stricken general, 
but their efforts to keep him alive 
were in vain. 

Mrs. King at Bedside. 

Mrs. King, who witnessed the start 
of the hunt, reached the hospital a 
few minutes after the arrival of the 
car bearing her husband and was with 


him when the end came.

COLUMBIA, §. C., Dee. 27.—(/)— 
Investigators, seeking a motive for the 
angle-iron slaying of 15-year-old Hub- 
bard H. Harris Jr., today considered 
the possibility the high school football 
player had been lured away in a ran- 
som plot, and had been killed to pre- 
vent his escape. 

They traced down a report that a 
man resembling Robert H. Wiles, un- 
employed auto mechanic and former 
race track driver, whom they quoted 
as confessing the slaying, had sought 
to buy a cheap mattress two days be- 
fore the boy was abducted on his 
birthday Saturday. 

In his purported confession, as an- 
nounced by officers, Wiles was quoted 
as saying he beat the boy to death in 
an abandoned farm house 12 miles 
from here after the lad had grown 
suspicious and had struck him in an 
attempt to get away. 

Sheriff T. Alex Heise disclosed that 
a furniture salesman, Sam Stephens, 
had volunteered the information that 
Wiles resembled the would-be purchas- 
er of a mattress. The officers said this 
tended to support the _ kidnaping 
theory on the ground that it was 
planned to tie the boy upon the mat- 
tress during ransom negotiations. 

John M. Rushton, who was formerly 
employed as a meat cutter in one of 
the chain stores managed by the boy’s 
father, Hubbard H. Harris, was still 
held at the state penitentiary, while 
officers checkc.. his movements of Fri- 
day and Saturday. 

Business in Columbia was suspend- 
ed today as funeral services were held 
for young Harris. Ten members of his 
football team, which he quarterbacked, 
served as honorary pallbearers. After 
services in the church he attended, 
about 2.500 spectators witnessed his 
burial. There was no demonstration. 

Young Harris was a former resi- 
dent of Macon, Ga. The slain youth 
moved with his family to South Caro- 
lina about seven years ago.

‘SALES LEVY DISPLACES 


LLINOIS PROPERTY TAX: 


: '50-Cent Per $100 Rate Abol. 
ished in Favor of 2 
Per Cent Tax. 


SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Dec. 27.—() 
‘Illinois today abolished its state tax 
on property, which last year was 50 
cents on each $100 of assessed valua- 
tion. 

Revenues from property will be re- 
placed next year by the two per cent 
retail sales tax. 

The decision was announced by the 
hoard, consisting of Governor Henry 
State Treasurer John C. 
Martin and State Auditor Edward 
%. Barrett, at its annual meeting. 

A year ago the levy board increased 
the state tax from 35 to 50 cents on 
each $100 assessed property valuation. 

“Thus Illinois for the first time 
in 115 years has been able to relieve 
real estate and personal property of 
he state tax,” said Governor Horner. 

“The elimination of the state tax 
‘ifts a burden of approximately &35,- 
000,000 from the taxpayers in 1934.” 

The reduction’ was made possible by 
the decision of the Illinois supreme 
eourt last week holding the sales tax 
law constitutional. Otherwise, board 
members said, the 1934 tax would have 
been at least 70 cents because of re- 
duced valuations.

PAYMENT 10 BANK 
REFUSED: BY CUBA 


Government Suspends Ob- 
ligation Pending Exami- 
nation of Chase Debt. 


HAVANA Dec. 27.— 4)-—The 
Cuban government decided today not 
to pay more than $2,000,000 on cer- 
tificates due Monday on a $20,000,- 
000 bond issue originally sponsored by 
the Chase National bank. 

Minister of the Treasury Manuel 
Despaigne said ““We are not repudiat- 
ing the debt, but are merely suspend- 
ing payment until the whole situa- 
tion can be discussed thoroughly with 
the officials of the Chase bank in 
order to:determine which part, if 
any, of the debt is legal.” 

President Grau San Martin told 
bank officials that the obligation was 
“illegitimate,” since the deposed pres- 
ident, Gerardo Machado, contracted 
it. 

The amount due Chase is $2,.663,- 
000. Interest and arrears on treas- 
ury obligations amounting to $2,055,- 
000 also will be que December 1. 

“We cannot pay these debts, the 
product of Machado’s misadministra- 
tion, without suspending other legiti- 
mate payments, including employes’ 
salaries and the Speyer and Morgan 
loans,” said Senor Despaigne. 

President Grau told an Associated 
Press representative that “I believe 
the United States’ attitude will be 
reasonable, since the suspension does 
not mean the repudiation of debts. 

“The Cuban courts always are 
open to any just claims. Those debts 
were contracted without the approval 
of the Cuban people and if we paid 
we would betray the people as did 
Machado, but, at all costs, Cuban 
credit will be maintained, 

“This government cannot pay its 
public debts wnless their legitimacy 
can be properly established.”

BUSINESS WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Happy New Year is such 

3 a hackneyed phrase, it has lost the ring of sincerity, 
but the business chart for December sings it out in a voice which 
carries some conviction. 

The chart shows certain firmly rooted hopes for 1934, better 
hopes than we have had for four years past. You could not get a 
snappier New Year’s card than that. 

What has happened is that our widely advertised fall improve- 
ment failed to occur, and in place of it we have had a sound restora- 
tion of business equilibrium. Phe. 

At the turn of the year our figures are only about 10 per cent 
better than last December, but we are 50 per cent better off be- 
cause the business picture has been readjusted on a self-sustaining 
basis. 

Purchasing power is being maintained at a level which should 
support, further improvement in production, employment, pay rolls 
and sales.

DARK SIDE The first thing which should strike your eye is 
that the steady decline in industrial production 
since July was stopped in December. 

That is largely due to the sharp activity !n steel during the last 
two weeks. The steel mills had to clear up their orders before 
January 1 under the codes. Textiles and all the consumers’ goods 
industries are down, largely because of. stocks on hand. Electrical 
production also is off slightly. Lumber is about the only thing 
which increased with steel. 

Automobile production is getting started so late that the im- 
petus of that industry will not be felt before January. 

These declines in production since September have been ac- 
companied by weakening of factory employment and factory pay 
rolls. 


SUNNY SIDE These things would be alarming were it not for 

the fact that there is inside evidence that the 
readjustment period is over and business is getting ready for a 
spring spurt. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s economists have discovered there is sharp ac- 
tivity in the manufacture of tools for industry. That is a first 
sign of greater industrial production to come. At the same time 
they know the automobile industry is making optimistic plans which 
| will bring an improvement in that industry and in steel from Jan- 
uary to April. 

Similarly the retailers had a good Christmas season (possibly 
18 per cent better nationally in dollar volume than last year.) 
Their stocks are depleted. They must replenish. 

At the same time the public works and CWA programs are 
accomplishing a small but important strengthening of purchasing 


power. 
NRA /You can check up on the NRA fairly well from the table. 
Unquestionably it helped to restore a proper relation- 
ship of employment and production, but it has not done so much 
for wages. You will notice that in recent months wages have de- 
clined a little faster than employment declined, and they are still 
20 per cent out of line. 
A fair statement would be that the NRA theory has béen helpful 
and necessary, but it has accomplished far less than it set out to 
accomplish. 


BUILDING The building contracts figure places a somewhat 
more favorable light on that phase than is war- 
ranted. 

That industry usually has a seasonal setback in November and 
December. This year it did not, largely because the public works 
was pumping money out at a better rate. 

All contracts awarded in November amounted to $162,000,000, 
an increase of $17,000,000 over October. The increased outlay for 
public works was $18,000,000, so actually the private building in- 
dustry suffered a setback of a million dollars. 

However, Interior Secretary Ickes, for the first time since he 
started, was able to put out more than a hundred million dollars 
in one month. The exact figure for November was $104,000,000, 
or five-eighths of all the building contracts awarded that month. 

The really bright feature in private building was an unexplained 
increase in residential construction from $21,500,000 in October 
to $23,600,000 in November.e Of that amount $5,000,000 went 
for dormitories (CCC). 

Advocates of large building programs as a relief measure will 
find little cause for cheering, even in Mr. Ickes’ improved figure. 

When you break down his $104,000,000 November expendi- 
ture, you find $50,000,000 of it went for highways and $45,740,- 
000 for waterfront developments. That leaves less than ten mil- 
lions actually spent on public building, construction. . 
| His expenditures have been increasing each month and should

In South To Get $36,513,000 


State bank depositors of the sixth 
federal reserve district will share a 
total of $36,513.000 when all of the 


282 closed banks in the district have 
heen liquidated. Ryburn G. Clay, pres- 
ident of the Fulton National bank 
and chairman of the district liquida- 
tion committee, reported Wednesday. 

The report was made to (. B. Mer- 
riam, direetor of the deposit liquida- 
tion board, after President Roosevelt 
had called ‘for a compilation on 
liquidation activities in all of 12 fed- 
eral reserve districts, the chief ex- 
ecutive having told the director that 
he intends to incorporate a survey of 
the situation in his forthcoming mes- 
Sage to congress. 

Mr. Clay reported that his compila- 
tion showed that thus’ far applica- 
tions from 94 banks, with deposits 
totaling $17,283,000 either have been 
approved or are in the hands of the 
state or district chairman, that there 
are in the hands of appraisal commit- 
tees applications from 120 banks with | 


deposits totaling $17,286,000, and that 
applications are to be made immedi- 
ately by the remaining 66 banks with 
deposits totaling $1,944,000. 

The figures represent 22 hanks 
closed since January 1, 1933, with de- 
posits totaling $7,.200.000, and 258 
banks closed prior to January 1, 1933, 
with deposits totaling $29,313,000.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 27.—(#)— 
Economists and _ political scientists 
attending 15 conventions in Philadel- 
phia today analyzed the world’s ills, 
with the consensus report being that 
Mother Earth is on the mend. 

None of the speakers at the nu- 
merous sessions reported very great 
progress in either business or inter- 
national affairs, but the tone was defi- 
nitely optimistic. 

Addressing the American Economic 
Association, Willard I. Thorp, diree- 
tor of the bureau of domestie and for- 
eign commerce of the department of 
commerce, said a survey of 40 na- 
tions showed signs indicating 17 “may 
be experiencing recovery.” 

“There are many encouraging signs 
now evident, but I suspect already 
more emphasis has been placed on the 
reports than they deserve,’ said 
Thorp. 

“The upward swings are still 
young. It must be remembered there 
is no way of determining the perma- 
nence of the improvement. Further- 
more, the advance often is from a 
very low level of activity. Whether 
this fraction of 17 out of 40 calls 
for cheers or tears is a matter for 
individual interpretation.”

Irving Fisher, professor of eco- 
nomics at Yale University, told the 
statisticians that the NRA until re- 
cently had handicapped recovery, “but 
now it is helping, both directly by re- 
employment and indirectly by leading 
employers to borrow at banks and so 
help reflate bank deposits.” 

Commending the government’s gold 
and silver butting policies, 
“reflation’” the “most important 
tor” in the return to- prosperity. 

Lewis H. Haney, economics pro- 
fessor at New York University, urged 
that debts be written down fo the 
ability of the debtor to pay “to allow 
debtors and creditors to know where 
they stand.” This he said, was the 
way to end “stagnation.”

PARIS, Dec. —(?P)—France is 
willing to destroy half her bombing 
planes immediately if other nations 
do likewise, as a sign of her will to 
international peace, it was learned on 
‘high authority tonight.

The French will present definite 
disarmament proposals at Geneva, said 
Premier Chautemps, “in order to dem- 
onstrate the sincerity of hep desire 
for peace.’ 


The premier outlined the French 
policy as an intention to “seek the 
organization of general security 
through the reduction of armaments 
and within the framework of the 
League.” 


The cabinet agreed on a French 
policy in connection with the Hitler 
proposals as follows:

Because there is no phase in the 
bidding which has given rise to more 
misunderstandings than the Opening 
bid of three in a major suit, the re- 
quirements for these bids, while they 
have not been changed, have been 
‘made more specific in the Culbertson 
System as dt present played. 

The underlying principle which 
must be grasped by the player in 
order that he may employ these valu- 
able bids to the greatest advantage 18 
that when vulnerable the major suit 
three-bid is a strength-showing bid 
but when not ‘vulnerable it is prin- 
cipally pre-emptive. The requirements 
are: 

1. When vulnerable: a* minimum 
of eight sure winners in the hand, in- 
cluding 1 to 1 1-2 honor tricks out- 
side—in all, between 2 and 3 1-2 
honor tricks. Most of the strength 
must be concentrated in the trump 
suit, so that far less than adequate 
trump support is required in the Ke- 
sponding Hand. ‘The Opening bidder 
is prepared for a weak Raise to game, 
and must be willing to play at the 
bid suit even though his partner has 
no more than two small trumps, or, 
at times, a low singleton. Unfavor- 
able adverse distribution must be con- 
ceded in counting playing tricks for 
this bid. : 

Examples, vulnerabie: With 

Spades—A K QJ64 

Hearts—7 3 

Diamonds—K Q J 

Clubs—7 2 
bid three spades, and with 

Spades—9 

Hearts—K QJ10753 

Diamonds—Q J 10 

Clubs—A 3 
bid three hearts. 

2. When not vulnerable: between 
seven and eight playing tricks, in- 
cluding about one honor trick outside 
'—in all, 2 to 3 honor tricks. The 
playing tricks when not vulnerable 
_may be counted somewhat optimis- 
tically, so that the hand may actually 
' contain no more than six sure wil- 
ners.

Spades—K J 108654 

Hearts—6

| It follows that the ability of the 
Responding Hand to raise must be 
largely determined by the vulnerabil- 
ity factor. When the Opening three- 
bidder is vulnerable, his partner may 
raise with about one honor trick plus, 
or with some trump support and good 
distribution (such as a singleton and 
three trumps) if the hand contains 
some slight honor strength. When 
not vulnerable, the Responding Hand 
must contain at least two winners 
in order to raise and these must be 
in. honor tricks or ruffing tricks. 
Raises of an Opening three-bid when 
not vulnerable must never be shaded. 

When considering a Slam try over 
an Opening three-bid the Responding 
Hand must remember that the orig- 
inal bid, even when vulnerable, guar- 
antees not more than 3.1-2 honor 
tricks, and usually not that many. 
When not vulnerable, it is safe to say 
that a Slam is out of the question 
unless the Responding Hand holds at 
least four honor tricks, including the 
requirements in Aces and Kings for 
a four-no-trump bid.

STEGEMAN GIVES 
SOME REASONS 
FOR CHANGES 


Three Proposals Concern- 
ing Rules Find Favor 
Among Majority.

CHICAGO, Dec. 27.—(/)—Univer- 
ity. college and high school footbail 
oaches are going to fight back the 
tide of “unfair” criticism that annual- 
ily washes scores of them out of their 
jobs. 
| Alarmed at the mounting “mortali- 
ity rate” within their ranks year ait- 
‘er year, they decided at their annual 
convention today to form a committee 
ito investigate every charge of unfair 
dismissal forwarded by one of their 
'members and give nation-wide publicity 
to cases where a coach has been fired 
for no good reason. The committee 
/will be named later by Dana X. Bible, 
| University of Nebraska coach, who 
isucceeded Dan MecGugin, of Vanderbilt 
1U niversity, as president of the Amer- 
ican Football Coaches’ Association for 
11934. 
| Coach “Tuss” 


McLaughry. of Brown 
University. chairman of the associa- 
tion's committee on ways and means 
‘of making the organization more ben- 
-eficial tu its members, introduced the 
proposal and it was adopted unani- 


-mousiy. 
| FULL PUBLICITY. 

“All cases in which the committee 
finds a coach has been jlismissed un- 
justly will receive full publicity and 
the findings of the committee forward- 
ed directly to the president of the 
college involved,” Coach McLaughry 
explained. 

Six reasons why football coaches 
‘don't keep their jobs longer were out- 
lined by H. J. Stegeman, athletic di- 
rector at the University of Georgia, 
who said that since 1922 a total of 
91 coaches had served in two south- 
ern conferences, which have a total 
membership of 23 colleges and univer- 
sities. 

“What 
| wholesale 


are the causes for the 
shifting?’ he asked. “Sim- 
| ply these: The coach didn’t mix with 
the faculty; he failed to add anything 
to the life of the community except 
to produce a football team; he failed 
to place himself at the disposal of the 
college administration; he suffered 
from too much specialization and 
ignored other sports; he was discour- 
teous to newspapermen and_ they 
finally got his job, and he was teo 
serious and unbearable even to his 
closest friends before unimportant 
games.” 

MUST MIX AROUND. 

To hold his job, Stegeman added, a 
football coach must do more than 
teach good, sound football. He must 
mix around, make himself indispen- 
sable to the college and help out in 
other sports wherever possible. The 
most successful coaches, he _ said, 
taught another sport besides football. 

Hours were spent in sideline dis- - 
cussions of proposed changes in the 
football rules for 1934, but as the 
convention broke up tonight with the 
annual banquet, no one had any 
definite idea as to which proposals 
would be approved by the national 
rules committee, which meeas some- 
time in February. The college football 
coaches themselves will be represent- 
ed by a committee or 20 or 25, which 
will thresh out all proposals just 
prior to the rules meeting in New 
York and make recommendations. The 
proposals that had the most followers 
among the coaches were these: 

1. Change the sideline rule from 
1 to 15 yards. 

2. Count forward passes into the 
enemy's end zone as downs instead 
of touchdowns except on the fourth 
| down. 

3. Leave the goal posts where they 
are, the team would have to try for 
the goal. 

“The majority of the coaches are 
in favor of letting the rules: stand as 
they are now,” said Coach Harry 
Kipke, of Michigan, who outlined 
seven suggested rule changes yester- 
day. “However, a few changes may 
be made, but I don’t think they will 
be very important.” 


President McGugin’s 
Address to Coaches. 


(Editor's Note—Dan MeceGugin, Vanderbilt 
coach and president of the American Foot- 
| ball Coaches’ Association, made the follow- 
ing address at the annual meeting which 
closed last night): 


Acknowledgment is made by your 
president of the loyal co-operation: of 
many members during the present 
year. On December 2 some 15 of the 
leading coaches, including Fritz Cris- 
ler, Bill Alexander, Lou Little, Gil 
Dobie and Dick Hanley met in New 
York to discuss the plans for the as- 
sociation and particularly to get up the 
program for this meeting. Some of 
these men were but a few hours from 
the closing game of the worries and 
trials of the football season. They 
spent 12 hours in solid work. 

The biggest single asset the asso- 
ciation has consists in Bill Cowell as 
secretary, who knows more about it 
than any of us and who is fortunate- 

ly for the rest of the coaches free 
| from the responsibilities of ‘married 
_ life and wedded to the success of this 
organization. 

GREAT AGENCY. 

It has always seemed to me that 
the Athletic Journal from wus very

student.

built up and made important. There 
has n considerable talk of recruit- 
ing and subsidizing and some of these 
things hare been done. Nobody knows 
better than the coach where the re- 
sponsibility for this sort of thing lies, 
NOT COACH’S FAULT. 

Where a coach has been active in 
recruiting it is because he has been 
employed by the college to do it. Re-
